He is a parasite o n so ­ 
ciety , and in th at character is a 
so cial ro bber, no m atter ho w 
great his wealth may be o r his 
apparent standing in the co m­ 
mu nity . 
A New Day Co ming 
So me day the wo rld is go ing to 
awaken and assess priv ate co n­ 
du ct acco rding to its so cial v al­ 
u es and resu lt. 
The life and 
career o f the m an who is a para­ 
site is go ing to be challenged, 
and no t o nly will it beco me a 
m atter o f so cial sco rn and de­ 
gradatio n to be a parasite bu t in 
the reco nstitu tio n o f so ciety and 
its laws there will be no ro o m fo r 
the parasite. 
Perhaps we are a lo ng distance 
fro m th at day , bu t in the m ean­ 
time ev ery m an can settle the 
m atter in his o wn priv ate and 
perso nal life by co nscio u sly and 
du tifu lly striv ing to render his 
fair share o f wo rk to the wo rld.

FOREIGN LOANS. 
Says a New York dispatch to the 
Washing­ 
ton Star: 
“A few days ago a loan made in 19 27 
b v one of the Italian cities with an American 
b anking grou p matu red. 
It was necessary to ex­ 
tend it and to take it u p with the b ankers who 
originally pu t it throu gh. 
They asked a rate of 
nine and a half per cent for renewal. 
To this 
the mu nicipal au thorities of the Italian city de­ 
mu rred and su b seq u ently made a loan with one 
of their own b anks at sev en and three-q u arters 
per cent.” 
This is one 
incident showing how 
foreign 
loans in America are losing their fav or as a form 
of inv estment. Loans to Eu ropean mu nicipalities 
which are coming du e and hav e to b e refu nded 
are now b eing refu nded to a large extent b y the 
b ankers of the b orrowing cou ntries themselv es. 
This is on accou nt of the high rate of interest 
demanded in America, and the situ ation is b iing- 
ing ab ou t some interesting changes. 
Du ring the 
first eight months of the year 19 29 less than 
$60,000,000 in foreign gov ernment b onds were 
issu ed in the United States. In 19 2o the amou nt 
of foreign gov ernment b onds issu ed du ring the 
same period was approximately $543,000,000 and 
in 19 27 the amou nt was $517,000.000. Qu ite a dif­ 
ference here. 
At the same time it is noted that 
the loans to foreign corporations declined one- 
tliird ov er the total of su ch loans in the same 
period of 19 28. 
This 
increasing 
u npopu larity 
of 
foreign 
b onds in America is said to b e du e principally to 
high money rates in the United States and the 
fact that when good collateral loans yield from 
right to ten pe r cent t he av erage American is not, 
interested in second or third rate foreign b onds 
yielding eight or nine per cent. 


A year or so ago attention was b eing called 
to the danger of the rapidly mou nting foreign 
loans. 
It was b eing stated that a decidedly u n ­ 
healthy financial situ ation might b e created in 
America. 
Bu t it is ev ident now tha t the situ a­ 
tion is correcting itscll at least temporarily.

We may expect children to cry ov er spilled 
milk, b u t nev er people who hav e reached m a­ 
tu re years. 
If the warning is seen and not act­ 
ed on, then there is nothing to do except take 
the medicine in whatev er size doses the direc­ 
tions say. 


PLACING RESPONSIBILITY. 
“Who is responsib le?” When anything goes 
wrong or is neglected, this is generally the first 
q u estion asked. 
It nev er occu rs to the q u estioner that it may 
b e he or she who is responsib le — that responsi-

FOREIGN LOANS. 


Says a New York dispatch to the Washing- 


' ton Star: "A few days ago a loan made in 1927 


by one of the Italian cities with an American 
banking group matured. It was necessary to ex- 
tend it and to take it up with the bankers who 
originally put it through. They asked a rate of 
nine and a half per cent for renewal. To this 
the municipal authorities of the Italian city d3- 
murred and subsequently made a loan with one 
of their own banks at seven and three-quarters 
per cent." 


This is one incident showing how foreign 


loans in America are losing their favor as a form 
of investment. Loans to European municipalities^ 
which are coming due and have to be refunded 
are now being refunded to a large extent by the 
bankers of the borrowing countries themselves. 
This is on account of the high rate of interest 
demanded in America, and the situation is bring- 
ing about some interesting changes. During ths 
first eight months of the year 1929 less than 
$60,000,000 in foreign government bonds were 
issued in the United States. In 1928 the amount 
of foreign government bonds issued during the 
same period was approximately $543,000,000 and 
in 1927 the amount was $517,000,000. Quite a dif- 
ference here. At the same time it is noted that 
the loans to foreign corporations declined one- 
third over the total of such loans in the same 
period of 1928. 


This increasing unpopularity of foreign 


bonds in America is said to be due principally to 
high money rates in the United States' and the 
fact that when good collateral loans yield from 
right to ton per cent the average American is not 
interested in second or third rate foreign bonds 
yielding eight or nine per cent. 


A year or so ago attention was being called 


to the danger of the rapidly mounting foreign 
loans. It was being stated that a decidedly un- 
healthy financial situation might be created in 
America. But it is evident now that the situa- 
tion is correcting itself at least temporarily.
